— A  British  expe- 
dition left  Freetown,  Sierra  Leone,  re- 
cently, on  a  geological  exploration  of 
Sierra  Leone  and  the  Gold  Coast  to  dis- 
cover whether  uranium  and  thorium  exist 
m  that  territory. 

Long-service  Awards. — Thirty-five  long- 
service  employees  of  Gillette  Industries, 
Ltd.,  Isleworth,  were  presented  with  gold 
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wrist-watches  recently.  Over  100  em- 
ployees, aggregating  more  than  2,800  years 
of  service,  have  now  received  the  award. 

Hospital  Change  of  Name. — Under  an

Steel  Barrels  Now  Duty-free. — Certain 
iron  or  steel  barrels  and  drums  which  were 
exempted  from  the  duty  chargeable  under 
the  Import  Duties  Act,  1932,  until  Decem- 
ber1, 1 95 1 3  will  continue  to  be  exempt 
for  another  year  under  the  Import  Duties 
(Exemptions)  (No.  17)  Order,  195 1  (S.I. 
1 95 1,  No.  2258). 
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Progress  with  Influenza  Vaccine. — The 

monthly  bulletin  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
for  December  1951  reveals  that  during  the 
past  few  months  it  has  been  found  that 
the  addition  of  oily  adjuvants  to  egg  in- 
fluenza vaccine  enhances  antibody  produc- 
tion "  phenomenally,"  and  that  consider- 
ably more  has  recently  been  discovered 
about  the  strains  of  influenza  virus  that 
are  likely  to  be  most  suitable  for  incorpora- 
ting in  vaccines.  The  Ministry  of  Health 
has  decided  to  support  the  production  of 
influenza  virus  egg  vaccine,  and  the  Medi- 
cal Research  Council  is  engaged  on  ap- 
pointing a  committee  to  study  the  tech- 
nique of  vaccine  production  and  adminis- 
tration and  to  promote  extensive  field  trials. 

— After  the 
annual  Christmas  dinner  in  the  canteen 
of  Howards  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Ilford,  Essex, 
on  December  20,  195 1,  presentations  were 
made  to  Mr.  Geoffrey  E.  Howard  (chair- 
man) and  Mr.  Bernard  F.  Howard  (vice- 
chairman)  on  their  completion,  on  January 
2,    1952,   of  fifty  years   as  partners  and 
directors.    After  being  formally  introduced

—  Birken- 
head chemists  have  referred  to  the  local 
Executive  Council  a  controversy  over  the 
decision  of  three  contractors  to  extend  their 
hours  for  (a)  dispensing  and  (b)  the  sale 
of  drugs  and  appliances.  A  multiple  an- 
nounced that  a  branch  shop  would  remain 
open  until  [0.30  p.m.  on  week-days  and 
for  four  hours  until  4.30  p.m.  on  Sundays. 
The  owners  of  two  other  pharmacies  fol- 
lowed suit  with  an  extension  of  dispensing 
hours  to  8  p.m.  daily  except  Thursdays  and 
Sundays.  The  remaining  chemists  claim 
that  they  have  not  the  staff  to  cope  with 
longer  hours,  that  economically  the  plan 
is  not  justified,  and  that  action  taken  by 
the  three  contractors  had  upset  the  rota 
plan  officially  approved  by  the  Executive 
Council.

Huddersfield  Branch  Dinner. — "  I  am 

disturbed  to  see  the  small  private  business 
in  pharmacy  going  into  the  hands  of  the 
non-proprietary  owners  and  the  encroach- 
ment of  '  big  business  '  into  our  calling," 
said  Mr.  G.  Greenwood  (a  past-chairman 
of  the  Huddersfield  Chemists'  Association 
and  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society) 
at  the  Branch's  annual  dinner  on  Decem- 
ber 6,  1 95 1.    He  was  quite  sure  that  the 
loss  of  the  privately  owned  business  was 
something  that  not  only  pharmacy  but  the 
country  as  a  whole  could  ill  afford.  Mr. 
J.   H.    Tranmer,    Huddersfield,  criticised 
pharmacists  who  took  little  interest  in  the 
affairs    of    the    Society.     Well  informed 
criticism,  he  said,  could  act  as  an  incen- 
tive   to    the   Council    to   make  progress. 
Guests  included  Mr.  P.  Varley  (vice-chair- 
man   of    the    National  Pharmaceutical 
Union),  Mr.  G.  Hinchliffe  (a  member  of 
the  Society's  Council)  and  Mr.  B.  Thorpe 
(chairman,     Bradford     Branch     of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society). 

Guild  Council  Criticised.— At  a  meet- 
ing of   the   Birmingham   Branch   of  the 
Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  held  at  the 
Children's  Hospital,  Birmingham,  on  De- 
cember 12,  1 95 1,  a  motion  was  carried  by 
a  large  majority  "  denouncing  "  the  deci- 
sion of  the  Guild  Council  "  to  advocate 
the  appointment  of  group  pharmacists  by 
hospital   authorities   ...  the  decision  is 
contrary  to   the  wishes  of  the  members 
when  last  consulted,  and  shows  a  cynical 
disregard  of  their  opinions   .   .   .  if  this 
should  be   carried   into  practice,   it  will 
weaken  the  professional  position  of  hos-  ■ 
pital  pharmacists  in  general,  and  inevit- 
ably cause  relative  downgrading  of  indi- 
vidual chiefs.  The  branch  calls  upon  all 
hospital    pharmacists,"    the   motion  con- 
tinued, "  to  repudiate  this  betrayal  of  their 
interests,  and  upon  the  Guild  council  to 
refrain  from  making  any  recommendation 
regarding  the  appointment  of  group  phar- 
macists  unless  the   members   have  given 
their  consent."  The  meeting  was  preceded 
by  an  address  by  Dr.  E.  W.  Tapley  (May 
&   Baker,    Ltd.)   on    "  Some   Aspects  of 
Muscle  Relaxants,"  illustrated  with  a  film. 

Portsmouth  Dinner  and  Dance. — More 
than  200  members  and  friends  attended 
the  annual  dinner  and  dance  of  the  Ports- 
mouth Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  held  in  Southsea  on  December 
5,  1 95 1,  Mr.  J.  Elder  presiding.  The  chief 
guests  were  the  lord  mayor  of  Portsmouth 
and  the  president  of  the  Society  (Mr.  F.  C.

"  The  lord  mayor  and  corporation  of  the 
City  of  Portsmouth."

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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Two  Pharmacopoeias 

Your  abstract  of  a  recent  address  by 
Dr.  C.  H.  Hampshire  on  the  Pharma- 
copoea  Internationalis  (C.  &  D.,  1 951. II. 
836-37)  gives  what  is  most  important  to 
know  about  this  book.  When  international 
travel  becomes  less  restricted,  we  may  be- 
gin to  look  for  certain  preparations  of  the 
P.I.  in  your  excellent  Poisons  Guide.  For 
the  present  such  medicaments,  however 
poisonous  they  may  be,  have,  I  presume, 
a  doubtful  status  in  this  country.  Latin  is 
retained,  very  properly,  for  the  titles  of  the 
international  names  of  drugs  and  prepara- 
tions selected.  It  may  be  hoped  that  a 
useful  practice  begun  in  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia of  1 9 14  will  be  continued.  Dif- 
fences  in  strength  between  some  of  its 
galenicals  and  the  corresponding  ones  of 
the  International  Agreement  of  1906  were 
indicated :  the  process  may  be  applied, 
with  the  necessary  adjustment,  in  1953  or 
other  date  of  publication.  The  choice  of 
substances  for  inclusion  in  the  P.I.  has  a 
bearing  on  the  work  of  the  General  Medi- 
cal Council's  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  in 
preparing  the  next  B.P.  The  proposed 
addition  of  B.C.G.  vaccine  and  of  two 
kinds  of  implants  is  evidence  of  a  desire 
to  be  up  to  date.  But  is  it  certain  that 
the  discarding  of  fifty-six  articles  or  groups 
of  articles  now  appearing  in  the  Pharma- 
copoeia is  wise?  If  this  proposal  is  adopted, 
it  may  be  found  that  the  baby  has  been 
thrown  out  with  the  bath  water.  As  the 
matter  stands,  we  are  not  to  have  black 
draught,  blue  pill  or  grey  powder  with 
official  standards.  It  will  not  be  surprising 
if  a  reaction  sets  in  against  this  wholesale 
scrapping  of  popular  remedies  ;  in  that  case 
the  adjective  reactionary  may  for  once  be 
a  compliment. 

Placebos 

Views  on  placebos  expressed  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  general  practice  section  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Medicine  (p.  84)  are 
aptly  rounded  off  in  the  final  words  of 
your  editorial  comment  on  them :  "  One 
may  express  doubt  whether  the  last  has 
been  heard  of  the  argument."  The  discus- 
sion was  very  interesting.  One  prescriber 
had  kept  records  from  which  it  was  found 
that  in  less  than  10  per  cent  of  consulta- 
tions a  placebo  was  given.  Another  doc- 
tor believed  that,  for  patients  with  a  mild 
anxiety  neurosis,  a  bottle  of  medicine  was 
I  a  useful  peg  on  which  to  hang  a  regime 


of  treatment."  In  that  observation  there 
is  wisdom.  Experienced  medical  practi- 
tioners take  into  account  the  mental  make- 
up of  their  patients ;  and  in  this  respect 
the  general  practitioner  is  in  a  favourable 
position  for  obtaining  good  results.  In  the 
matter  of  colour,  thought  important  by 
some  speakers,  it  was  related  that  a  patient 
who  had  been  given  a  colourless  mixture 
containing  liquor  arsenicalis  drank  it  all 
as  a  single  dose  and  suffered  accordingly. 
Patients  with  some  knowledge  of  pharma- 
cology need  careful  advice  from  their  phy- 
sicians lest  they  experiment  recklessly  with 
what  is  prescribed  for  them.  A  pharmacist 
with  influenza  some  years  ago,  unable  to 
reduce  a  high  temperature,  called  in  a 
neighbouring  doctor ;  he  never  knew 
whether  the  medicine  supplied  from  the 
surgery  was  merely  peppermint  water  or 
whether  it  contained  a  tastless  antipyretic. 
So  he  used  common  sense. 

Popular  Errors  Discussed 

The  question  whether  there  is  any  con- 
nection between  the  "  Popular  Errours  "  of 
James  Primrose  and  the  "  Pseudodoxia 
Epidemica  "  of  Sir  Thomas  Browne 
(C.  &  D.,  1 95 1. II. 8 1 2)  may  be  answered, 
I  venture  to  suggest,  in  the  affirmative. 
Though  neither  author  was  in  the  first  in- 
stance a  graduate  of  Oxford  University, 
both  obtained  its  M.D.  degree,  Primrose 
in  1628  and  Browne  in  1637.  The  two 
books  differ  widely  in  style  and  in  subject- 
matter  ;  but  the  idea  of  writing  them  may 
well  have  developed  in  each  case  from  Ox- 
ford curriculum.  In  that  university,  and 
no  doubt  in  others  throughout  Europe,  one 
of  the  kinds  of  exercise  set  for  students 
was  the  discussion  of  a  theme,  sometimes 
beginning  with  the  Latin  conjunction  "an." 
A  few  examples  are  given,  if  I  remember 
rightly,  in  Sir  Charles  Mallet's  history  of 
the  University  of  Oxford.  As  "  Kalamos  " 
showed  in  the  article  alluded  to,  Primrose's 
purpose  in  correcting  statements  regarded 
by  him  as  erroneous  was  practical. 
Browne's,  on  the  other  hand,  was  that  of  a 
literary  physician — incidentally,  a  good 
classical  scholar— reflecting  on  quaint 
ideas.  A  few  headings  taken  from  his  book 
reveal  this  purpose.  "  That  Hannibal  eat 
through  the  Alps  with  Vinegar.  That  a 
Diamond  is  made  soft  or  broke  by  the 
blood  of  a  Goat.  That  Cinnamon,  Ginger, 
Cloves,  Mace,  are  but  the  parts  or  fruits 
of  the  same  Tree."  Xrayser

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IRISH  PHARMACY  BILL  FINAL  DEBATES 


In  the  debate  on  the  Committee  and  final 
stages  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  1 95 1 ,  in  Dail 
Eirann  on  December  12  (see  C.  &  D., 
December  22,  p.  802),  Captain  P.  Cowan 
(Independent),  opposing  Section  6  of  the 
Bill,  said  that  under  Sections  8  and  10  of 
the  Act  of  1890  there  was  a  provision  that 
a  person  who  had  completed  a  period  of 
four  years'  apprenticeship,  satisfied  the 
examiners,  applied  to  the  Registrar  for  en- 
rolment, paid  a  fee  of  two  guineas 
and  made  certain  statutory  declarations, 
would  be  entitled  to  be  registered,  and 
that  the  Council  could  not  refuse  to  regis- 
ter him.  That  was  an  important  protec- 
tion for  the  student.  He  understood  that 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland  were  to  introduce  a  new  pro- 
vision whereby  a  person  had  to  serve  three 
years'  apprenticeship  and  then  spend  one 
year  in  "  some  type  of  school  or  college." 
During  that  period  no  provision  was  made 
for  his  maintenance.  He  did  not  see  what 
was  to  prevent  the  Council  saying  that  a 
student  would  have  to  do  two,  three  or 
four  years  in  a  school.  He  would  like  to 
hear  the  Minister  say  what  protection 
there  was  under  the  law  as  it  stood  if 
those  sections  which  gave  "  such  impor- 
tant rights  to  those  apprentices  "  were  eli- 
minated. 

Dr.  J.  Ryan  (Minister  for  Health)  :  The 
kernel  of  the  Bill  is  to  discontinue  the 
class  of  druggists.  Section  8  of  the  1890 
Act  laid  down  the  conditions  under  which 
a  druggist  could  qualify  in  regard  to 
apprenticeship.  He  does  his  four  years, 
passes  an  examination  and  becomes  a  regis- 
tered druggist.  What  we  are  trying  to  do 
now  is  to  say  that  will  only  apply  to  those 
who  have  started  their  apprenticeship,  and, 
for  the  future,  no  person  can  start  as  an 
apprentice  to  a  registered  druggist.  Sec- 
tion 10  of  the  principal  Act  gives  a  person 
an  alternative  way  of  becoming  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  by  serving  four  years  as 
an  apprentice  to  a  druggist  and  then  two 
years  with  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  after 
which  he  can  take  an  examination.  The 
effect  of  this  section  is  to  see  that  in  future 
no  druggist  can  take  an  apprentice. 

Mr.  J.  Dillon  (Independent)  :  May  I 
ask  the  Minister  is  it  not  the  present  posi- 

Ition  that  the  pharmaceutical  chemists'  or- 
ganisation can  lay  down  conditions  for  the 
education  and  examination  of  candidates 
for  admission  subject  to  the  Minister's 
approval  as  to  their  reasonableness? 
Dr.  Ryan  :  That  is  right. 


Mr.  P.  Brady  (Government  Party)  :  All 
regulations  made  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  must  be  approved  by  the  Minister. 
That  was  the  position  and  that  position 
remains.  As  regards  this  section  about 
which  Deputy  Cowan  is  worrying,  the 
position  has  not  altered  except  that  under 
this  Bill  apprentices  will  be  registered  as 
pharmaceutical  apprentices.  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  will  hold  an  examination 
for  existing  druggists'  apprentices.  Captain 
Cowan  then  withdrew  his  amendment. 

Mr.  Brady  told  Mr.  Dillon  that  it 
never  did  occur  to  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety that  there  should  be  anything  com- 
petitive as  regards  entrance  to  pharmacy. 
The  Dail  then  passed  the  Bill  through  all 
its  stages  without  amendment. 

ECONOMY  IN  HOSPITALS — 
AN  EXHIBITION 

An  exhibition  designed  to  demonstrate  to 
the  staff  of  the  St.  Pancras  Hospital,  Lon- 
don, N.W.i,  the  cost  of  drugs  and  dres- 
sings was  arranged  at  the  hospital  recently 
by  its  chief  pharmacist  (Mr.  A.  G.  Allnutt, 
Ph.C).  The  exhibition  was  organised  at 
the  suggestion  of  the  resident  medical 
officer,  and  included  drugs  and  dressings 
in  displays  showing  a  week's  consumption. 
On  cards,  designed  by  the  pharmaceutical 
staff,  the  costs  of  the  dressings  were  clearly 
shown.  The  hospital,  which  has  a  normal 
complement  of  400  patients,  consumes  on 
average  £800  worth  of  dressings  and  £500 
worth  of  medicines  monthly.  A  wall  chart 
disclosed  that  the  total  weekly  cost  of 
dressings  was  £196  14s.  4d.,  out  of  which 
100-yd.  rolls  of  gauze  accounted  for  no 
less  than  £73.  The  central  stand — a 
"solus"  display  of  100-yd.  packets  of 
gauze — drove  home  the  point  that  each 
packet  cost  £3  11s.  and  that  each  ward 
used  two  packets  a  week.  Butter  muslin, 
which  many  thought  cheaper,  was  shown 
to  cost,  in  fact,  £1  9s.  per  100-yd.  roll 
more  than  gauze.  A  small  table  held  one 
ward's  weekly  requirements  of  dressings 
(£10  worth). 

The  weekly  cost  of  hypnotics  in  the 
hospital  is  £17  15s.  gd.;  of  vitamins 
£22  4s.;  of  aether  meth.,  £4;  proprietary

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COMPANY  FINANCE  IN  THE  PAST  YEAR 

By  a  Financial  Correspondent 


MANUFACTURING  chemists  and 
drug-trade  companies  during  1-95 1 
nearly  all  paid  dividends  equal  to  or  more 
than  those  paid  in  1950.  Profits  support- 
ing the  dividends  were  again  mainly 
higher,  thus  repeating  the  performance  ol 
the  previous  year  (see  C.  &  D.,  51.I.23). 
The  financial  years  covered,  however,  ail 
ended  at  periods  between  the  close  of  195° 
and  the  November  of  1951-  TheY  cannot, 
therefore,  be  taken  as  wholly  representa- 
tive of  business  conditions  during  1951. 

Dividends  Increased 

April  saw  the  net  profit  of  Smith  & 
Nephew  &  Associated  Company,  Ltd 
(£77^,000)  (figures  in  parentheses  repre- 
sent issued  and  paid-up  capital)  returned 
at  £124,747  for  the  year  ended  December 
<u  WO,  against  £106,000  for  1949  and 
a  shade  over  £100,000  for  194?.  The i  1950 
dividend  was  25  per  cent.,  against  184  per 
cent  for  each  previous  year  as  far  back  as 
1039.

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CHEMICAL  ENGINEERING  RESEARCH  IN  BRITAIN 


That  national  requirements  concerning 
chemical  engineering  can  only  be  met  if 
the  present  facilities  for  research  in  that 
subject  are  supplemented  by  a  new  cen- 
tral organisation  is  a  conclusion  reached 
by  the  Committee  on  Chemical  Engineer- 
ing Research  appointed  by  the  advisory 
council  of  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research,  the  report  of 
which  has  just  been  published.  Much 
relevant  research  information  exists,  but 
it  is  either  unknown  to  potential  users  or  is 
in  an  obscure  form.  One  of  the  first  func- 
tions of  the  new  organisation  should  be 
to  collect  and  interpret  that  information 
and  distribute  it  in  a  useful  form  to  the 
practising  chemical  engineer.  The  labora 
tories  of  research  associations  and  research 
establishments  such  as  the  Chemical  Re- 
search and  National  Physical  Laboratories 
would  help  the  new  organisation. 

Resources  of  the  Technical  Colleges 

An  examination  by  the  Committee  of 
available  research  facilities  showed  that, 
with  few  exceptions,  technical  colleges 
were  not  in  a  position  to  make  a  substan- 
tial contribution  to  research  in  chemical 
engineering,  and  that,  even  with  the  ex- 
pansion of  facilities  organised  by  the  Uni- 
versity Grants  Committee  under  a  five- 
year  plan,  the  Universities  would  not  be 
able  to  cope  with  the  needs  of  industry. 
Special  chemical  engineering  subjects  in- 
cluded (a)  component  and  phase  separa- 
tion (for  example,  sublimation,  elutriation, 
sieving,  leaching,  extraction,  sedimentation, 
filtration,  evaporation,  drying,  distillation, 
fractionation,  centrifuging,  aeration,  de- 
humidincation),  and  (b)  formation  of  new 
components  by  chemical  processes.  An- 
cillary subjects  include  heat  transfer,  fluid 
flow,  size  reduction,  power  generation,  in- 
strumentation, and  materials  of  construc- 
tion. Research  aspects  of  the  subjects  in- 
clude :  (a)  Their  mechanism;  (b)  the  prin- 
ciples underlying  their  integration  into 
manufacturing  units;  (c)  the  design  of 
large-scale  plant;  (d)  economics. 

The  committee  defined  chemical  en- 
gineering as  a  study  of  plant  and  opera- 
tions which  are  "  generally  and  widely 
applicable  to  all  industries "  as  opposed 
to  special  technologies  which  are  con- 
cerned with  the  processes  of  manufacture 
of  particular  products.  The  replies  to 
questionnaires  sent  to  manufacturing  con- 
cerns and  other  bodies  did  not  make  a 
a  clear  distinction,  however,  between  che- 


mical engineering  and  chemical  techno- 
logy. The  needs  for  research  expressed  by 
industry  have  been  classified  in  an  appen- 
dix. The  subjects,  arranged  in  order  of 
priority,  include:  i,  Mass  transfer  (mix- 
ing and  agitation),  drying,  crystallisation 
(including  the  preparation  of  microcrystal- 
line  wax),  distillation,  counter-current 
washing,  and  particular  problems  such  as 
spray  research,  etc.;  2,  heat  transfer;  3, 
design  and  construction  of  plant;  4,  in- 
strumentation and  automatic  control;  5, 
size  reduction  (grinding,  etc.) ;  6,  solids 
separation;  7,  effluent  treatment;  8,  ex- 
traction; 9,  evaporation;  10,  scaling  up. 

From  a  broader  chemical  engineering 
point  of  view  the  Committee  classifies,  for 
example,  mass  and  heat  transfer  into 
single  component-  and  multi-component 
'and  single  and  multi-phase  systems.  It 
draws  attention  to  the  two  approaches  to 
the  problem  of  plant  design,  one  a  "  syn- 
thetic "  approach  based  on  an  attempt  to 
establish  by  measurement  the  influence  of 
each  factor;  and  secondly,  the  "  analyti- 
cal approach"  which  attempts  to  trace 
the  relative  importance  of  the  factors  and 
to  ascertain  why  trial  and  error  has  re- 
sulted in  satisfactory  operation.

FIFTY  YEARS  AGO 

Ammonium  Amalgam 

From  the  C.  &  D.,  January  4,  1902. 
In  continuing  his  researches  on  ammonium 
amalgam  M.  Moissan  has  arrived  at  some 
interesting  results.  Sodium  amalgam  was 
allowed  to  act  upon  ammonium  iodide  in 
solution  in  liquid  anhydrous  ammonia  at  a 
temperature  of  about  — 39°C.  .  .  .  The 
solid  ingot  .  .  .  was  then  placed  in  a  tube 
kept  at  — 90°  and  connected  with  a 
mercury  pump.  It  was  found  that 
a  perfect  vacuum  could  be  main- 
tained in  the  apparatus  without  any 
gas  being  given  off  by  the  ingot.  The 
temperature  was  then  allowed  to  rise,  when 
a  mixture  of  ammonia  and  hydrogen  gases 
in  the  proportion  of  two  of  the  former  to 
one  of  the  latter  was  given  off.  All  these 
facts  would  appear  to  point  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  radicle  NHi  is  actually 
present  in  the  metalic  mass  prepared  at 
— 390,  but  M.  Moissan  believes  that  this 
is  not  really  the  case,  there  being  a  possi- 
bility that  a  metallic  ammoniacal  hydride 
is  formed. 
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PHARMACEUTICAL  RESEARCH 
IN   THE    COMING  MONTHS 

I   New  Year  message  from  Sir  Alexander  Fleming,  F.R.S. 


T 


HE  extraordinary  advances  in  medicine  in  the  last 
decade  have  been  in  no  small  part  due  to  the 
research  departments  of  the  commercial  pharma- 
ceutical firms. 

Chemotherapeutic  substances,  antibiotics,  antihista- 
mines, anesthetics,  and  other  substances  have  appeared 
and  have  proved  of  immense  value  in  medicine  and  of  a 
worth-while  monetary  value  ,to  those  manufacturers 
who  have  been  successful  in  introducing  a  new  one.  By 
a  new  one,  I  mean  a  really  different  substance,  not  the 
same  substance  under  a  new  trade  name.  No  one  man  can 
work  out  the  details  of  a  new  drug  discovery.  Let  us  take 
an  antibiotic  as  an  example.  A  biologist  has  to  show  that  an  antibiotic  exists ; 
a  chemist  has  to  concentrate  and  purify  it;  a  pharmacologist  has  to  see  whether 
it  is  likely  to  be  useful;  and  then  a  physician  has  to  demonstrate  its  value  in 

human  disease.  . 

Before  the  days  of  penicillin  no  industrial  concern  would  have  felt  justified 
in  setting  a  team  to  work  on  the  search  for  therapeutically  active  antibiotics. 
After  the  extraordinary  potency  of  penicillin  had  been  established  by  academic 
workers,  and  when  the  financial  prospects  of  a  successful  antibiotic  were 
appreciated,  many  industrial  teams  were  organised  and  some  have  had  a  rich 
reward.  These  are  the  ones  that  were  fortunate  enough  to  find  something 
valuable— many  others  equally  competent  have  been  unfortunate. 

I  have  been  asked  to  give  a  New  Year  message  to  research  workers  in 
commercial  laboratories.  I  should  like  them  to  appreciate  that  they  are  real 
research  workers— just  as  their  brethren  in  academic  institutions— and  that  the 
more  thought  and  energy  they  put  into  their  job  the  more  they  are  going  to 
get  out  of  it.  One  can  work  for  years  with  only  minor  successes  but  there  is 
always  the  chance  of  something  spectacular  turning  up. 

My  New  Year  message  to  the  research  workers  is  that  they  should  know 
what  they  are  looking  for  and  pursue  it  but  not  neglect  the  side  issues  and  not 
lose  themselves  in  a  mess  of  complicated  apparatus.  The  development  of  any 
discovery  is  in  the  hands  of  the  executives  who,  in  this  country,  although  they 
might  want  to  advance  quickly  and  spend  money,  are  sometimes  tied  by 
controls  If  these  controls  are  permanent  and  the  development  of  research  is 
impossible  then  the  industrial  organisations  will  be  compelled,  m  justice  to 
their  shareholders,  to  curtail  their  research  establishments.  This  would  be  a 
misfortune  for  the  nation.— Alexander  Fleming.

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Arming  Against  Influenza 

The  passing  of  the  old  year  often  heralds 
the  season  of  winter  illnesses — of  which 
influenza  epidemics  are  the  worst.  While 
welcome  progress  in  the  pharmaceutical 
aspects  of  influenza  vaccine  production  are 
reported  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  (see 
p.  2),  the  difficulties  of  large-scale  influ- 
enza immunisation   remain.      They  arise 
largely  from  lack  of  knowledge  about  the 
causative  organism  of  the  disease,  which, 
in  fact,  may  differ  from  outbreak  to  out- 
break.     To  help  fill  the  blanks  in  this 
knowledge  the  Ministry  has  recommended 
local  medical  officers  to  appoint  doctors 
to  act  as  "  spotters  "  who  shall  report  im- 
mediately they  see  signs  of  an  influenza 
outbreak.    It  is  hoped  thereby  to  become 
able  to  isolate  epidemic  strains  of  the  virus 
from  main  centres  of  the  population  v/hen 
it  first  appears.     The  information  gained 
should  be  a  valuable  contribution  to  the 
mass  of  knowledge  that  has  already  been 
accumulated  by  the  World  Influenza  Cen- 
tre at  the  National  Institute  for  Medical 
Research,  and  which  has  in  recent  years 
enabled  certain  forecasts  to  be  made.  As 
accurate  forecasting  of  virus  strains  will  no 
doubt  continue  to  be  difficult  (it  seems 
possible,  for  example,  that  in   1951,  the 
unidentified   strain   that  caused   the  out- 
break in  Newcastle   came  from  Scandi- 
navia, and  the  Liverpool  strain  from  South 
Africa),  the  success  of  immunisation  may 
rften  depend  on  quickly  isolating  the  virus 
*nd  using  the  vaccine  so  soon  as  it  can 
)e  prepared.     To  do  this  on  a  national 


or  even  regional  scale  promises  immense 
but  fascinating  problems  in  the  production 
field. 

The  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  of 
1950  and  1951 

On  "the  day  appointed  for  the  coming 
into  operation  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
(Amendment)  Act,  1950,  and  immediately 
alter  that  Act  comes  into  force,"  the  Dan- 
gerous Drugs  Act,  1 95 1,  takes  effect.  Under 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  (Amendment)  Act 
1950  (Amendment)  Order,  1951  (see  C  & 
D.,  December  15,  i95Ij  p.  76g)  that  d 
has  been  fixed  as  the  first  day  of  January 
/952.  The  statutory  procedure  involved 
in  this  sequence  may  be  mystifying  and 
roundabout,  but  its  effect  is  clearcut 

The  amending  statute  of  i95o  was 
brought  in  to  facilitate  the  intended  con- 
solidation of  the  law  contained  in  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Acts,  from  1920  up  to 
and  including  itself.  One  of  the  changes 
it  was  designed  to  effect  was  to  remove 
limitations  on  the  extension  of  the  Dan- 
gerous Drugs  Acts,  1923,  I925  and  , 
to  Northern  Ireland. 

The  consolidation  of  the  law  was 
effected  in  the  1951  Act,  which  simul- 
taneously repeals  all  prior  enactments  (i  e 
the  D.D.  Acts  of  1920,  1923,  1925,  1932 
and  1950).  The  effect  of  the  Amendment 
Order,  therefore,  is  to  bring  the  whole 
ot  the  consolidated  legislation  into  force 
on  January  1,  1952,  in  both  Great  Britain 
and  Northern  Ireland. 

Overseas  Trade  in  November  1951 

United  Kingdom  exports  in  November 
(twenty-six  working  days)  amounted  to 
£24.39  millions,  £8.6  millions  more  than 
the  record  total  for  October  (twenty-seven 
working  days).  In  the  first  eleven  months 
of  1 95 1  exports  were  at  an  annual  rate  of 
£2,592  millions,  or  19  per  cent,  above  the 
total  for  1950.  The  greater  part  of  the 
increase  was  due  to  higher  prices,  the 
volume  of  exports  being  only  about  4  per 
cent,  higher.  The  value  of  imports  in 
November  fell  from  £362.6  millions  in 
October  to  £328.8  millions,  the  lowest 
monthly  figure  since  April  and  only  just 
above  the  average  for  the  first  ten  months 
of  the  year.  The  recently  imposed  restric- 
tions on  imports  probably  had  little  effect 
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on  the  recorded  imports  in  November. 
Total  imports  to  the  end  of  the  month 
were  at  an  annual  rate  of  £3,930  millions, 
or  51  per  cent,  above  the  1950  aver- 
age The  excess  of  imports  (valued  c.i.f.) 
over  total  exports,  including  re-exports 
(valued  f.o.b.),  was  at  an  annual  rate  ot 
£1,210  millions. 

Total  exports  of  the  chemicals  group, 
including  drugs,  dyes  and  colours,  during 
the    month    were    £  13,757,727,  almost 
reacting    the    record   set    up    m  August 
(£14,100,529).    Australia,  India  and  the 
United  States,  in  that  order,  were  the  chief 
markets,  each  receiving  ,  over   £1  million 
worth.    Drugs,   medicines  and  medicinal 
preparations  totalled  just  over  £3  millions, 
bringing  the  total  for  the  year  so  far  to 
£302     millions.     Proprietary  medicines 
(£688184)  were  £30,000  more  than  in 
the  previous  month,   India  taking  about 
one-sixth   of    them.     Aspirin   exports,  at 
£83604,  almost  matched  the  August  re- 
cord of  £86,191   and  represented  a  sub- 
stantial increase  over  the  September  and 
October  figures.    Over   2!   million  mega 
units     of     penicillin     salts,     valued  at 
£413,978,  and  preparations  of  penicillin 
valued  at  £158,572,  were  exported.  Both 
figures  were  the  highest  for  three  months, 
but  insulin   dropped  to   £38,418.  Oint- 
ments and  liniments  reached  six  figures 
again  (£105,305)  after  falling  below  that 
mark  in  October  for  the  first  time  m  seven 
months.    The  values  of  tooth-pastes  ex- 
ported, £102,977;  t°ilet  soaDS'  £l7»'I3o 
and   perfumery   and    toilet  preparations, 
£488,277,   were   all  below   the  monthly 
averages  for  1951.    Nearly  6,000  gall,  of 
perfumed  spirits,  valued  at  .£95,586  were 
shipped  overseas.  The  figure,  though  shor 
of  the  previous  month's  value,  was  well 
above  the  year's  average.    Essential  oils 
exports    reached    the    record    figure  of 

£i25,563-  .  , 

Imports  in  the  chemicals  group 
amounted  to  £5.1  millions  of  which 
£978,178  came  from  the  United  States 
and  £544,964  from  France.  Essential  oils 
m^Portsw'eVat  £532,919,  France  contri- 
buting £142,645.  Among  other  rmports 
were  borax,  £27,447;  phenol,  £65,834, 
menthol,  £29,965;  and  proprietary  medi- 
cines, £22,966. 


New  Approach  to  Plant  Design 

Though  the  research  done  in  chemical  en- 
gineering in  Britain  reaches  a  substantial 
total,  the  conclusion  that  it  is  inadequate 
was  reached  by  a  Committee  of  the  Ad 
visory  Council  of  the  Scientific  and  Indus 
trial  Research  and  will  find  echoes  m  the 
views  already  held  by  many.  That  there 
are    "striking    examples"    of  operations 
originating  in   Britain   but   left  to  other 
countries  to  develop— with  the  result  that 
British  manufacturers  must  carry  them  out 
under  foreign  licence  or  in  plant  designed 
abroad— is  but  too  well  appreciated.  In 
the  increasing  speed  with  which  scientific 
developments  are  required  to  be  applied 
(examples  are  the  antibiotics),  the  turn  ot 
the  scale  whether  orders  are  gained  or  lost 
often  depends  on  the  speed  with  which 
machine  designs  are  produced.  The  Com- 
mittee calls  for  the  establishment  of  a  new 
organisation  and  what  is  called  the  analy- 
tical approach  to  plant  design.  When  the 
time  arrives  to  discuss  that  proposal  in 
detail,   the   technical   colleges   should  be 
brou-ht  into  the  scheme  of  things.  They 
have  something  of  value  to  contribute  to 
chemical  engineering  research. 


Showing  the  Way  to  Economy 

The  exhibition  of  dressings  and  prices  re- 
ported on  page  7  is  commendable  for  two 
reasons:  it  is  an  example  of  co-operation 
between  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
professions  and  it  blazes  an.  unexplored 
trail  towards  economy  in  the  National 
Health  Service.  Economies  brought  about 
within  the  Service  are  for  many  reasons 
to  be  preferred  to  cuts,  imposed  arbitrarily 
from  without. 

A  certain  amount  of  waste  m  every 
sphere  of  life  is  due  to  thoughtlessness  and 
ignorance  rather  than  wilfulness  And 
what  is  true  in  general  is  certainly  true 
in  its  application  to  the  National  Health 
Service.  Doctors  who  know  that  a  1- -in. 
bandage  costs  fourpence  and  1  b.  ot  sur- 
gical lint  14s.  Qd.  are  probably  few  n 
number,  but  if  such  facts  were  more  widely 
disseminated  it  is  probable  that  prescrip- 
tions for  dressings  would  be  more  often 
in  strict  accordance  with  the  actual  need 
of  the  patient.

CHEMISTS  AND  CHEMISTRY  IN  THE  '52's 


IF  the  status  of  the  chemist  a  century 
ago  had  advanced  far  beyond  the 
poverty  of  Shakespeare's  apothecary,  or 
the  charlatanism  of  the  mediaeval  alchem- 
ist, it  was  still  far  from  lofty,  and  whether 
the  objective  was  research  or  pharmacy 
made  little  difference,  as  was  apparent 
from  the  acerbity  of  the  "  Country  M.P." 
whose  diatribes  in  Punch  early  in  1852 
concluded  with  the  stanza:  — 

"  Drat  your  phosphates,  and  your  gases 

And  your  FARADAYS  and  BRANDES 
And  your  LIEBIGS,  and  your  asses, 

Who  would  have  us  drug  our  lands 
With  ammonia,  paregoric, 

And  magnesia,  crops  to  bring; 
Hang  expansion  and  caloric, 

And  all  that  there  sort  of  thing !  " 

Chemists  Active  in  1852 

The  mention  of  the  "  Faradays,  Brandes 
and  Liebigs     is  a  reminder  of  the  number 
ot  eminent  chemists  who  were  active  dur- 
ing the  year  1852.   The  great  discoveries 
ot  Faraday  were  already  history,  and  it 
was  m  March  that  year  that  (Sir)  Frederick 
Abel  followed  Faraday  as  lecturer  in  chem- 
istry at  the  Royal  Military  Academy,  Wool- 
wich. Thomas  Anderson,  a  famous  organic 
and  agricultural   chemist,   succeeded  Dr 
Ihomas  Thomson  in  the  Professorship  of 
Chemistry    in    Glasgow    University;  and 
Charles  Greville  Williams  began  the  chemi- 
cal career  which  led  him,  after  a  spell 
as  assistant  to  Anderson  at  Glasgow  and 
o  Lord  Playfair  at  Edinburgh,  to  a  posi- 
tion ot  outstanding  eminence  amongst  Vic- 
torian research  chemists.  Playfair,  incident- 
ally, was  already  famous  a  century  aeo 
when  he  was  plain  Dr.  Lyon  Playfair  His 
peerage  followed  forty  years  later  The 
f  Morning  Post"  reported  during  1852  a 
chemical  lecture"  in  which  Playfair  dis- 
concerted certain  non-scientific  circles  by 
disclosing  that  "the  offal  of  the  streets 
caref,  11     WashmSj  .of  coal-gas  reappear, 
carefully  preserved  m  the  lady's  smelling:

London's  water  supply  was 
another  target  of  sharp  criticism/ Tnd 
Clinch  suggested  that  one  of  the 
seven  wonders  of  London  "  was  a  glass 
of  pure  milk!  The  same  journal  was  cat 


tic  on  the  subject  of  "  Morison's  pills," 
suggesting  facetiously  that  their  maker  was 
one  of  the  most  remarkable  pillers  of 
Society."

AIre.ady  in  1852  the  chemist  was  stak- 
ing his  claim  to  be  reckoned  with  in 
modern  warfare.  Mr.  W.  Radiey,  of  the 
Cockersdale  Chemical  Works,  Leeds  dec- 
lared that  he  could  "  prepare  a  liquid  a 
pint  of  which  .  .  .  Broken  in  the  face 'of 
an  advancing  Force,  Horse  or  Foot  mat- 
ters not,  with  the  Wind  in  their  teeth  must

Famous  Names 

Among  the  more  orthodox  and  more 
eminent  members  of  the  profession,  Bun- 
sen  in  1852  became  professor  of  chemistrv 
at  Heidelberg,  and  remained  there  for 
nearly  forty  years,  establishing  one  of  the 
most  famous  schools  of  chemistry  in 
Europe.  In  the  same  year  von  Liebig  be- 
came professor  of  chemistry  at  Munich  In 
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France  1852  was  the  year  of  the  appoint- 
ment  of  Charles  Adolphe  Wurtz  (notable 
for  his  work  on  the  theoretical  chemistry 
of  the  atomic  relations  of  compounds)  to 
the    Sorbonne    as    professor    of  organic 

^kTMn-lthen  Professor  William  Thom- 
son) was  in  1852  still  in  his  twenties,  but 
he  hSd  already  held  for  some  years  the 
chair  of  natural  philosophy  m  Glasgow 
University,  and  was  engaged   ^  injunc- 
tion  with  James   Prescott  Joule,   in  re 
searches    on    the    "Thermal    Effects  01 
Fluids  in  Motion."  Herbert  Spencer  who 
was  not  much  older  than  Kelvm,  published 
that  year  an  article  on  .the  '  Development 
HvDOthesis  "  which  anticipated  the  theory 
otTrgaTic  evolution;  \on  Reichenbach 
wrote  the  first  of  his  works  on  the  Odic

century.  Other  celebrities  born  during  1852 
included  Harold  Baily  Dixon  (August  11), 
professor  of  chemistry  at  Manchester  Uni- 
versity and  author  of  many  works  on  the 
velocity  and  ignition  of  gases ;  Sir  James 
Johnston  Dobbie  (August  4),  a  Scottish 
chemist  and  principal  of  government  labora- 
tories in  London;  Charles  Alexander  Mac- 
munn,  a  noted  pathologist  and  author  of 
"Outlines  of  Clinical  Chemistry";  John 
Henry  Poynting  (September  9),  professor 
of  physics  at  Mason  College  (now  Birming- 
ham University),  noted  for  his  researches 
on  the  subject  of  gravitation  and  for  the 
enunciation  of  "  Poynting' s  Theorem  " ; 
and  Sir  William  Watson  Cheyne  (Decem- 
ber 14),  a  noted  bacteriologist  and  pioneer 
in  antiseptic  surgery. 

Two  Hundred  Years  Ago 

Joseph  Black,  one  of  the  most  eminent 
of  eighteenth-century  chemists,  began  in 
1752  those  historic  researches  which  re- 
sulted in  the  publication  of  "  Experiments 
upon  Magnesia  alba,  Quicklime,  and  some 
other  Alkaline  Substances,"  which  was  one 
of  the  outstanding  landmarks  in  chemical 
history,  and  laid  the  foundation  of  quanti- 
tative analysis,  preparing  the  way  for  pneu- 
matic chemistry.  Black  had  been  intro- 
duced to  chemistry  by  -William  Cullen, 
the  first  in  Great  Britain  to  raise  the 
science  to  its  true  dignity,"  and  followed 
Cullen  as  Professor  of  Chemistry  in  Edin- 
burgh University.  The  famous  French  che- 
mist, Antoine  Baume,  was  appointed  in 
1752  professor  of  chemistry  at  the  Ecole 
de  Pharmacie.  Alchemy  was  not  then 
dead,  for  it  was  in  1752  that  the  famous 
James  Price,  who  was  described  as  the 
'  Last  of  the  Alchemists,"  was  born.  When 
he  was  elected  to  the  Royal  Society,  Price 
was  described  as  "well  versed  in  various 
branches  of  Natural  Science,  and  particu- 
larly m  Chymistry."  A  year  later  he  was 
honoured  by  Oxford  University  "on 
account  of  chemical  labours,"  and  in  the 
same  year  his  experiments  in  alchemy  ber 
gan.  He  had,  it  was  claimed,  compounded 
a  powder  capable,  under  certain  circum- 
stances, of  converting  mercury  and  other 
inferior  metals  into  gold  and  silver. 

Price  differed  from  the  conventional 
alchemists  in  that  he  was  not  a  penniless 
charlatan  but  a  man  of  substance,  who  had 
won  distinction  in  chemistry,  and  whose 
character,  attainments  and  honour  seemed 
to  place  him  above  suspicion.  There  were 
those  who,  relying  on  his  prestige,  saw  in 
his  claims   the  beginning  of  an  era  of 


wealth  and  prosperity  for  Britain  such  as 
the  world  had  never  seen  before.  But 
when  Price  was  pressed,  for  ^the  honour  of 
the  Royal  Society  of  which  he  was  a  mem- 
ber, to  repeat  his  experiments,  he  commit- 
ted suicide,  using  his  chemical  knowledge 
for  the  last  time  to  prepare  a  fatal  dose 
of  laurel-water. 

Three  Centuries  Ago 

Ancient  faith  in  the  efficacy  of  alchemy 
is  also  reflected  in  the  events  of  1652.  In 
that  year  Elias  Ashmole,  the  famous  anti- 
quary, published  his  "  Theatrum  Chemi- 
cum,"  which  dealt  with  the  subject,  and 
on  March  10  his  Diary  recorded:  "This 
morning  my  father  Backhouse  opened  him- 
self Very  freely,  touching  the  great  secret." 
The  "  great  secret  "  was  the  "  true  matter 
of  the  Philosopher's  Stone,"  which  Back- 
house (whose  adopted  son  Ashmole  was) 
claimed  to  have  discovered.  But  if  Ash- 
mole learned  the  secret,  posterity  did  not ! 
Not  all  the  ancient  apothecaries  were  men 
living  in  abject  poverty.  There  occurs  on 
May  26  the  tercentenary  of  the  death  of 
John  Crane,  and  Crane,  who  was  an  "  emi- 
nent apothecary"  at  Cambridge  (and,  as 
was  customary,  a  physician  also),  was  a 
lord  of  the  manor,  and  relieved  distressed 
royalists  after  the  Civil  War. 

Still  Further  Back 

Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  who  was  born  in 
1552  (the  exact  date  is  uncertain)  has 
passed  into  history  as  a  courtier,  soldier, 
sailor,  colonist,  empire-builder,  historian, 
statesman,  pioneer  tobacconist,  and  pio- 
neer potato-planter.  He  was  also  a  chemist 
who,  when  he  was  a  prisoner  in  the 
Tower,  was  allowed  a  laboratory  for  his 
experiments,  and  succeeding  in  condens- 
ing fresh  from  salt  water,  besides  com- 
pounding drugs  that  included  the  "  Great 
Cordial  or  Elixir."  According  to  Aubrey, 
"  Sir  Walter  Ralegh  was  a  great  Chymist 
...  He  made  an  excellent  Cordiall,  good 
in  leavers,  etc.;  Mr.  Robert  Boyle  haz  the 
recipe,  and  makes  it  and  does  great  Cures 
by  it."  When  his  last  great  bid  in  the  New 
World  had  failed,  and  he  was  being  taken 
from  Plymouth  to  London  for  execution, 
Raleigh  contrived  at  Salisbury,  "by  his 
great  Skill  in  Chimistry "  to  simulate 
leprosy.  The  ruse  did  not  save  him  from 
the  scaffold.

THE  Committee  on  Weights  and  Mea- 
sures legislation  set  up  by  the  former 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  stated  m 
its  report  "  For  many  years  past  both  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  Commission  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  have  advocated 
that  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical  pro- 
fessions should  work  in  the  metric  system 
only,  which,  besides  bringing  the  advan- 
tages of  uniformity,  is  pre-eminently  suited 
to  the  scientific  nature  of  their  work  and 
is  universally  used  for  the  more  modern 
drugs." 

In  Line  with  Scientific  Practice 

The  suggested  change  to  the  metric  sys- 
tem was  welcomed  in  a  leading  article  m 
the  "  British  Medical  Journal  "  on  May 
26    1 951.    The  British  are  a  conservative 
race  and  are  reluctant  to  face  changes.  Yet 
a    change    to    the    metric   system  would 
merely  bring  medicine  and  pharmacy  into 
the  general  field  of  scientific  practice.  As 
the  "report    states,    the    metric  _  system  is 
gaining  ground  every  day,  owing  to  the 
discovery  of  new  drugs.     Prescriptions  for 
penicillin,  streptomycin  and  other  antibio- 
tics are  usually  written  in  metric  measure, 
and  most  injections  and  transfusion  solu- 
tions are  supplied  and  given  in  milhlitres, 
Pills,  which  were  usually  dealt  with  by 
the  gross,  are  being  largely  displaced  by 
tablets  and  capsules  which'  are  sold  by  the 
hundred  or  thousand.      The  contents  of 
some  tablets  are  weighed  in  grams,  while 
the  sulphonamides  and  others  are  m  grams, 
with  inevitable   confusion   over  abbrevia- 
tions.    It  would  much  simplify  the  task 
of  doctor  and  pharmacist  if  all  the  con- 
fusion inherent  in  operating  three  systems 
of  weights   concurrently  could  be  swept 
awav  and  replaced  by  the  straightforward 
metric  system,  which  is  so  easily  under- 
stood.   Admittedly  doctors  would  have  to 
adjust  their  prescribing  habits,  but  until 
the  decision  were  taken  the  small  effort 
of   making   the   change   would   never  be 
faced.      Given   a  simple  desk  conversion 
table,  the  effort  involved  in  the  change- 
over'would  be  far  less  than  is  often  im- 
agined.   Even  if  a  pharmacist  did  continue 
to  receive  some  prescriptions  expressed  m 
avoirdupois  he  would  be  no  worse  off  than 
today  when  he  has  to  operate  all  three 
measures  and  buy  his  galenicals  by  weight 
while  selling  them  by  volume.    No  doubt 


the  N.P.U.  and  the  pricing  bureaux  would 
draw  up  ready  reckoners  to  overcome  such 
temporary  difficulties.  In  hospital  phar- 
macies the  same  complications  arise  from 
using  three  systems  of  weights  and  from 
risks  of  error  as  a  result  of  confusion  over 
symbols.  New  drugs  and  techniques  descend 
upon  the  retail  and  hospital  pharmacist 
at  an  alarming  rate,  making  it  difficult 
for  him  to  keep  up  to  date  with  modern 
scientific  developments.  Relief  from  the 
unnecessary  complications  caused  by  the 
survival  of  archaic  practices  would  give 
pharmacists  more  time  to  grapple  with 
the  scientific  problems  connected  with 
modern  therapeutic  advances.  The  adop- 
tion of  the  metric  system  would  also  help 
to  simplify  the  already  overcrowded  sylla- 
bus for  the  pharmaceutical  qualification. 

In  addition  to  the  advantages  felt  by  the 
pharmaceutical  profession   at  home   it  is 
necessary  to  consider  the  question  of  ex- 
ports.   A  large  increase  in  exports  is  vital 
if  Britain  is  to  maintain  its  standard  of 
living  •  in  the  field  of  exports  the  pharma- 
ceutical industry  has  played  a  strikingly 
successful  part  in  recent  years.  Pharma- 
ceutical products  contain  a  small  propor- 
tion of  raw  materials  and  a  high  propor- 
tion of  labour  and  scientific  skill  in  their 
cost  make-up.      Such  products  are  most 
suited  to  Britain's  economic  position  today. 
Since  so  many  overseas  countries  use  the 
metric  system,  much  additional  expense  is 
incurred    in    producing    separate  metric 
packs  for  export  and  avoirdupois  for  the 
home  trade.   Standardisation  of  one  metric 
pack  would  bring  about  great  economies, 
which  would  assist  British  industry  m  its 
fight  to  remain  competitive  throughout  the 
world.      It  is  likely  that,  if  the  British 
pharmaceutical  industry  decided  to  adopt 
the    metric    system,    the  Commonwealth 
countries  would  do  likewise.     Of  course, 
there  will  be  many  difficulties  to  overcome, 
but  the  country  can  never  hope  to  mam- 
tain  her  position  in  the  van  of  the  scien- 
tific world  if  she  cannot  face  difficulties 
and  surmount  them.     The  recent  report 
of  the  Anglo-American  Productivity  Team 
recommends   that   pharmaceutical  liquids 
should  be  sold  by  volume  instead  of  by 
weight.    That  logical  change  will  be  wel- 
comed throughout  the  pharmaceutical  pro- 
fession and  is  receiving  consideration  in 
many  quarters  at  this  time. 
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•  •  •  •  Imperial  ? 

CASE    FOR    ITS    USE    IN  P 

THE  prime  objection  to  the  compul- 
sory and  exclusive  use  of  metric 
weights  and  measures  in  pharmaceutical 
practice  is  that  the  metric  system  has  been 
on  trial  for  forty  years  without  preparing 
the  way  for  international  agreement  in 
dispensing  practice.  In  particular  its  advo- 
cates have  failed  to  find  a  v/ay  of  retaining 
that  flexibility  which  is  an  inherent  feature 
in  present-day  prescribing  and  dispensing 
throughout  the  British  Commonwealth. 

The  British  Pharmacopoeia  has  become 
a  manufacturers'  manual  by  expressing 
proportions  of  medicament  whenever  pos- 
sible as  percentages.  The  metric  system 
is  adapted  to  British  methods  by  the  use 
of  weight-in-weight  calculations  for  solids 
and  weight-in-volume  for  liquids.  Thus 
B.P.  formulas  contain  two  camouflaged 
percentages.  The  difference  in  w/w  and 
w/v  standards  for  light  and  heavy  liquids 
precludes  any  possibility  of  agreement  be- 
tween British  and  Continental  standards. 
For  example,  tincture  of  opium  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  Internationalis  has  to  be 
standardised  to  i  per  cent,  w/v  or  i  per 
cent,  w/w  of  (anhydrous)  morphine.  The 
"  concentration  "  to  be  adopted  is  that  of 
the  country  concerned.  This  is  in  itself 
an  admission  of  variation  in  potency  be- 
yond that  of  the  assay  limits. 

Dose-volume  Prescribing 

Tablets  facilitate  the  division  of  medi- 
caments into  suitable  dose-units  irrespec- 
tive of  the  manner  of  stating  the  dose 
whether  as  fraction  of  a  gram  (of  thiouracil) 
or  of  a  grain  (of  thyroid).  Custom  decides 
which  is  used  by  the  prescriber,  and  official 
guidance  is  given  as  to  the  strength  to  be 
dispensed  when  the  dose  is  not  stated. 
Dose-volume  details  for  variable-strength 
injections  were  added  to  official  B.P.  pre- 
parations in  1948,  and  include  dose  details 
and  dispensing  strengths  in  both  metric 
and  imperial  weights  and  measures.  This 
contrasts  with  the  statement  (B.P.,  1914, 
p.  x)  that  "  as  a  transitional  provision, 
doses  have  also  been  expressed  in  terms  of 
the  imperial  system."  Dose-volume  pre- 
scribing of  internal  medicines  has  {via  the 
National  Formulary  and  its  predecessors) 
become  a  matter  of  routine  practice  with 
imperial  and  metric  doses.  Both  remain 
and  rank  as  national  necessities. 

N.F.  mixtures  have  been  assimilated  into 
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the  1949  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex, 
and  their  simple  dose-volume  formulas  ex- 
panded into  litre  equivalents  with  odd 
amounts  of  ingredients  in  grams  and  mils. 
The  impracticability  of  measuring  41.7  mils 
of  the  several  liquid  ingredients  of  1,000 
mils  of  mist,  cretas  aromatica  cum  opio 
would  require  readjustment  to  40  mils  if 
the  metric  formula  had  any  application  in 
actual  dispensing.  Apart  from  this  need, 
two  disadvantages  emerge  on  comparison 
of  the  two  methods  of  formulation.  The 
first  is  that  the  metric  quantities  are  only 
suitable  for  stock  mixtures  in  excess  of 
the  prescribed  amount.  Subdivisions  in 
fifths  or  tenths  are  at  best  approximations. 
Against  this,  imperial  amounts  are  adapt- 
able to  calculating  and  making  a  freshly 
prepared  mixture  in  any  usual  multiple  of 
the  1/2  fl.  oz.  dose-volume  of  aromatic 
mixture  of  chalk  with  opium. 

Simplicity  of  Calculation 

The  apothecaries'  ounce  (of  480  grains 
of  solid  or  480  grains  of  liquid)  with  its 
factors  (2x4x6x10)  fits  in  with  amounts 
of  ingredients  related  to  multiples  of  the 
dose  volume  prescribed  in  quantities  of 
1,  2,  3,  4,  6,  8,  10,  12,  16  or  20  oz.  The 
dispenser  of  the  usual  6-  or  8-oz.  mixture 
deals  with  quantities  that  have  the  merit 
of  simplicity  in  calculation  and  measure- 
ment. Incidentally,  among  the  writer's 
friends  is  a  graduate  in  pharmacy  of  a 
Continental  university  who  prefers  to  con- 
vert metric  prescriptions  into  imperial  equi- 
valents rather  than  compound  the  mixture 
with  metric  weights.  He  considers  that  the 
method  is  much  easier  and  just  as  accurate. 

The  Dose  Problem 

Assuming  that  doctors  and  dispensers 
avoid  the  pitfalls  and  become  accustomed 
to  decimal  notation  of  dosage,  the  question 
arises  whether  the  public  can  be  taught 
to  accept  1 5 -mil  and  4-mil  measures  in 
place  of  the  tablespoon  and  teaspoon. 

If  so,  unless  the  prescribing  of  mixtures 
is  abandoned,  formulators  are  faced  with 
the  formidable  task  of  bringing  dispensing 
practice  under  the  metric  system  into  line 
with  present-day  practice..  Otherwise  loss 
in  efficiency  and  expedition  of  the  National 
Health  Service  must  follow  any  attempt  at 
reforming  the  National  Formulary  on 
wholly  metric  principles. 
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PROFESSOR  TODD  ON  APPRENTICESHIP 


The  inaugural  meeting  of  the  session  of 
the  Glasgow  and  South-western  Scottish 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was 
held  in  Glasgow,  recently,  Mr.  U  K. 
Milne  (chairman)  presiding. 

A  Necessity  for  Craftsmanship 

Professor  J.  P.  Todd,  Ph.D.,  Ph.C., 
F.R.I.C.,     addressed     the     meeting  on 
"  Apprenticeship  in  Pharmacy."     He  said 
that  speculation  on  the  origin  of  appren- 
ticeship made  it  easy  to  guess  its  origins. 
Two  hundred  years  ago,  conditions  were 
such  that,  if  there  had  been  no  appren- 
tices there  would  have  been  no  craftsmen. 
There  were  no  colleges  or  institutes  at 
which  the  young  craftsman  could  learn 
his  trade.  Decay  in  the  apprenticeship  sys- 
tem set  in  largely  because  more  conve- 
nient methods  of  teaching  and  advances 
in  the  crafts  made  it  unprofitable  or  even 
impossible.      The  development  of  higher 
education,  institutes  at  which  both  lower 
and  higher  forms  of  education  were  pro- 
vided, and  the  failure  of  employers  to  fos- 
ter the  apprenticeship  system,  even  in  its 
form  as  entry  barrier,  helped  to  hasten 
its  demise.     There  were  two  systems  ot 
apprenticeship.  By  the  first  a  boy  carried 
out   a  course  of   approved   study  under 
articles  of  pupilage.  That  course  of  study 
was  now  able  to  be  taken  either  before  or 
after  the  Intermediate  examination.  A  boy 
leaving  school  with  the  appropriate  educa- 
tion could  be  registered  as  an  apprentice 
or  student.  He  then  served  two  years  or 
more  if  that  were  demanded  by  the  em- 
ployer. If  that  boy  were  unable  to  pass  the 
Intermediate  examination  he  was  a  poten- 
tial "  chronic."     It  was  disheartening  to 
teachers  and  examiners  to  have  boys  up 
for  examination  time  after  time  who  were 
unfitted  to  pass  the  examination.  It,  how- 
ever   he  went  to  classes  and  passed  in 
chernistry,  physics  and  biology,  it  was  rea- 
sonable to  assume  he  could  pass  the ^re- 
mainder of  the  examination.  To  take  boys 
into  pharmacy  and  then  find  that  they 
could  not  get  through  the  Intermediate 
was  not  a  good  system.  The  Council  of  the 
Society  had  adopted  an  alternative  whereby 
the  pupil  went  to  classes  and,  after  pass- 
ing the  pharmaceutical  examinations  —  a 
course  extending  over  three  years  —  he 
then  served  an  apprenticeship  of  one  year  s 
duration. 

The  following  figures  showed  how  the 
system  of  apprenticeship  under  indentures 
was  decaying :  —

It  was  clear  that  in  a  few  years'  time  all 
the  people  would  go  fo^a  one  year's  course 
of  training  after  they  had  passed  their 
qualification  examination  as  a  means  of 
meeting  the  regulations.  It  had  to  be  re- 
cognised that  by  the  time  a  degree  man 
with  the  ability  to  use  his  brains  received 
an  insight  into  the  practical  work  of  the 
pharmacy  he  would  make  a  much  more 
competent  worker  than  the  man  with  no 
theoretical  training. 

As  regards  manpower,  there  was  no  real 
problem.  Colleges  in  England  were  over- 
full, and  those  in  Scotland  were  just  run- 
ning comfortably.  The  present  intake 
figures  were  adequate  to  maintain  an  effi- 
cient pharmaceutical  service. 

It  had  to  be  realised  that  the  training 
of  pharmacists  was  very  costly  and  most 
of  it  was  paid  for  by  the  State  (anything 
up  to  £900  for  a  student  over  three  years 
training)  and  one  had  to  be  sure  the 
trained  manpower  was  going  to  be  en- 
gaged in  the  professional  work  it  had  been 
trained  for.  It  might  be  that  out  of  appa- 
rent shortage  of  pharmacists  would  come 
the  salvation  of  pharmacy,  and  that  phar- 
macy could' begin  to  set  its  house  in  order 
and  become  more  and  more  professionally 
minded.  The  importance  of  providing 
facilities  for  higher  technological  educa- 
tion was  occupying  the  minds  of  every- 
one concerned  with  education,  including 
education  in  pharmacy.  The  pharmaceuti- 
cal industry  was  one  of  the  country's  grea- 
test assets  and  could  absorb  large  num- 
bers of  pharmacists  provided  they  had  a 
high-class  training. 

Graduates  in  Shops 

For  the  thirty-six  years  during  which  the 
lecturer  had  been  connected  with  phar- 
macy he  had  tried  to  raise  the  status  ol 
the  profession  by  every  means  in  his  power. 
He  was  sure  the  degree  had  helped  to  raise 
the  status.  He  had  always  had  the  ambi- 
tion that  the  graduate  pharmacist  would 
become  the  man  in  the  shop  of  to-morrow. 
Pharmacy  properly  practised  needed  men 
and  women  of  education  as  well  as  train- 
ing. Unless  the  employer  pharmacist 
helped  graduates  by  employing  them  in 
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their  shops  there  was  a  danger  of  gra- 
duates making  no  effort  to  become  regis- 
tered as  pharmacists. 

.  A  student  who  had  passed  an  examina- 
tion was  not  necessarily  qualified  in  the 
real  sense.  The  best  way  to  ensure  the 
safety  of  the  public  was  to  allow  the  stu- 
dent first  to  take  his  theoretical  subjects, 
chemistry,    physics,    botany,  physiology, 

ROTARIANS  DEBATE 

Under  the  chairmanship  of  Sir  George 
Lloyd  Jacob  (Mr.  Justice  Lloyd  Jacob)  a 
large  gathering  of  North  London  Rotarians 
debated  the  subject  of  resale  price  main- 
tenance recently.  The  principal  speakers 
were  Mr.  H.  E.  Chapman  (secretary  of  the 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  and 
chairman  of  the  Fair  Prices  Defence  Com- 
mittee) and  Mr.  Basil  Yamey,  B.Com. 
(reader  in  economics,  University  of  Lon- 
don). Sir  George  Lloyd  Jacob,  introduc- 
ing the  subject,  said  that  when,  in  his 
younger  days,  he  had  lived  at  Palmers 
Green,  a  familiar  figure  in  that  locality 
had  been  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones,  who 
was  pointed  out  to  him  as  the  man  who 
had  done  so  much  to  protect  chemists  from 
price-cutting. 

Mr.  Chapman  said  that,  in  the  light  of 
the  searching  investigation  of  price-main- 
tenance by  the  Greene  Committee  twenty 
years  previously,  traders  failed  to  appre- 
ciate the  necessity  of  another  Committee 
being  set  up  to  deal  with  the  subject.  Mr. 
Chapman  outlined  the  benefits  accruing 
from  the  price-maintenance  system  to 
manufacturers,  distributors,  employees  and 
the  public,  and  described  the  effects  of 
price-cutting,  the  only  alternative,  he  said, 
to  price  maintenance.  Failing  the  provision 
of  legislative  protection  against  price-cut- 
ting, the  trade  associations  felt  compelled 
to  urge  the  retention  of  the  collective 
system. 

An  Economist's  View 

Mr.  Yamey  suggested  that  the  evidence 
submitted  in  favour  of  the  price  mainten- 
ance system  would  not  stand  careful  ex- 
amination. They  must  look  back  earlier 
than  1895.  There  had  been  intense  com- 
petition m  trade  from  i860  onwards  and 
during  that  period  many  well-known 
household  brands  had  been  established. 
The  manufacturers  of  these  "  brands  "  had 
encouraged  price  cutting  by  giving  big 
discounts  to  the  stores  and  multiples.  The 
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pharmaceutical  chemistry  and  even  theo- 
retical pharmacy.  Having  passed  in  those 
subjects  and  spent  some  time  acquiring 
some  practical  experience  he  should  pass 
a  subsequent  examination  which  admitted 
him  to  the  register.  The  subjects  for  that 
could  be  forensic  pharmacy  and  practical 
pharmacy,  but  a  practical  pharmacy 
nearer  to  the  realities  than  at  present. 

PRICE  MAINTENANCE 

impetus  towards  price-maintenance  had 
come  not  from  the  manufacturers  but  from 
the  retailers.  There  was  no  evidence  that 
the  cutting  caused  Joss  of  faith  in  branded 
goods.  He  though  that  manufacturers  of 
branded  goods  were  not  really  interested 
in  promoting  price  maintenance,  and  that 
price-maintenance  was  not  necessary  for 
maintaining  the  standard  of  a  commodity 
but  could  lead  to  stagnation  in  the  devel- 
opment of  new  commodities  and  could 
operate  against  the  smaller  manufacturers. 

Discussion  and  Summing-up 

In  the  course  of  the  discussion  that  fol- 
lowed, Mr.  H.  Wright,  M.P.S.,  reminded 
Mr.  Yamey  that  under  price-cutting  condi- 
tions the  customer  seldom  got  the  articles 
he  wanted.  Mr.  Aldington,  M.P.S.,  said 
the  man  who  gave  the  best  service  got  the 
custom.  The  small  chemist  gave  service  to 
the  public  and  if  price  maintenance  went 
he  would  not  be  able  to  continue  that  ser- 
vice. The  Chairman,  summing  up  the  debate 
and  discussion,  said  that  while  he  was  not 
convinced  that  the  collective  system  of  en- 
forcement   was    indispensable    to  ensure 
reasonable    price-maintenance  conditions, 
he  felt^  it  d "fficult  to  accept  some  of  Mr. 
Yamey's  contentions  regarding  its  economic 
consequences.    Mr.  Chapman  had  sugges- 
ted that  he  and  his  friends  in  the  trade 
associations  considered  that  the  setting  up 
of  the    1947  Committee  of  Inquiry  had 
been    unnecessary.     Sir    George    did  not 
agree.  There  had  been,  he  said,  marked 
changes  in  economic  and  trading  conditions 
during  recent  years,  and  it  was  in  the  light 
of  those  changed  conditions  that  the  in- 
quiry was  initiated  and  conducted.  The 
Committee  thought  that  traders  such  as 
the    "  self-service  "    stores    who  adopted 
modern  and  more  economical  methods  of 
selling  should  not  be  precluded  from  pas- 
sing on  to  customers  who  did  not  want  to 
pay  for  delivery  service  and  other  amenities 
some  of  the  savings  in  distribution  costs. 
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GUILD  OF  PUBLIC  PHARMACISTS 


At  the  November  1951  meeting  in  London 
of  the  council  of  the  Guild  of  Public 
Pharmacists,  Mr.  J.  Moore  (secretary)  re- 
ported that  a  meeting  of  the  group  phar- 
macy subcommittee  held  previously  had 
not  reached  complete  agreement  on  he 
question  of  group  pharmacy.  He  presented 
the  views  of  the  majority  as  follows:  — 

f  That  it  was  desirable  that  there  should  be 
co-ordination  between  the  units  of  a  group,  the 
degree  depending  upon  the  organisation  and  em 
ciency   of   the   individual  departments. 

a  That  whatever  method  was  adopted  to  secure 
co-ordination,  the  individual  ^V0™^/.^ 
chief  pharmacist  must  be  maintained  and  there 
must  be  no  down-grading   of  established  staff 

3  That  as  groups  varied  in  character  so  greatly, 
it  was  not  possible  to  put  forward  a  uniform  de- 
tailed scheme  which  would  suit  all  cases. 

±  That  very  few  groups  would  warrant  the 
appointment  of  a  group  pharmacist  with  no  other 
responsibilities.  Normally  any  person  so  appointed 
would  also  be  chief  pharmacist  of  one  of  the  unit 
hospitals.  „  ,a 

=  That  some  groups  were  too  small,  or  the 
pharmaceutical  service  too  undeveloped  to ,  warrant 
a  group  pharmaceutical  organisation  of  th2n  own 
and  that  the  amalgamation  of  neighbouring  groups 
ntht  be  a  possible  solution.  Geography  con 
siderations  might  also  militate  against  effect*  e 
organisation.  .  . 

6  That  some  degree  of  regional  organisation 
would  be  desirable  but  as  existing  regions  were  too 
large  for  co-ordination  of  the  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vices on  a  regional  basis,  pharmaceutical  advice 
at  a  level  beyond  the  group  could  be  prov.ded  by 
til  appointment  of  a  regional  advisory  pharmacist. 

7.  That  in  each  group  one  of  the  chief  phar- 
macists should  be  appointed  by  the  HospUa  Man- 
agement Committee  to  be  responsible  for  the  co 
ordination  and  general  organisation  of  the  phar 
maceutical  services  within  the  region  nd  tha 
his  duties  should  be  in  addition  to  the  normal 
duties  of  a  chief  pharmacist  of  one  of  the  hos- 
pitals in  the  group.  _ 

8  That  where  there  were  other  chief  Pharma- 
cists in  the  group  they  should  be  consulted  by  the 
group  pharmacist  on  all  matters  concerning  the  r 
own  departments,  and  where  conch tions  were  s 
able  an  advisory  committee  of  all  the  chief  phar 
macists  of  the  group  should  be  set  up  to  deal 
with  questions   affecting   the   whole  group. 

o  That  the  remuneration  of  such  posts  it  ap 
proved  would  have  to  be  decided  by  the  Wh.tley 
Council  in  due  course. 

Mr  P.  Crees  said  he  was  m  agreement 
with  most  of  the  majority  report  but  dif- 
fered on  the  question  of  the  method  to  be 
adopted  for  the  appointment  of  a  group 
pharmacist.  That  appointment  should  be 
trie  responsibility  of  a  committee  formed 
of  the  chief  pharmacists  of  the  group,  and 
not  of  the  Management  Committee. 


Mr    A    G.  Shaw  said  that,  since  the 
meeting  of  Committee  C  on  October  19, 
1051,   details   of   the   management   side  s 
offer  on  salaries   (see  C.  &  D.,  i95i,II- 
619)    had    been    discussed    at  meetings 
all  over  the  country,   and  the  views  of 
these   meetings  had  been   discussed  at  a 
meeting  of  the  staffs'  side     The  que stion 
of  arbitration  had  been  discussed  by  the 
three  organisations  concerned  and  it  was 
decided  that  the  management  side  should 
be  asked  for  an  early  meeting  of  Com- 
mittee C   to  discuss  the  position  and  t 
necessary,  to  agree  reference  to  the  Indus- 
trial Court.      The   council   approved  the 
action   of   the    Guild's   representatives  on 
the  staff  side  of  Committee  C. 

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  Mr 
A  E  Teesdale  resigning  from  the  council 
and  from  the  Guild  as  he  was  leaving  hos- 
pital pharmacy.  The  council  accepted 
the  resignation  with  regret.  The  council 
agreed  to  a  request  to  change  the  name 
of  the  Hants,  Dorset,  South  Wilts  and 
Isle  of  Wight  branch  to  the  Wessex 
branch.

1.  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain 

Founded  in  1841  "for  the  purpose  of  protecting 
the  permanent  interests,  and  increasing  the  re- 
spectability of  chemists  and  druggists." 
tt  Charged  by  its  charter  of  1843  with  advancing 
chemistry  and  pharmacy,  promoting  a  uniform 
system  of  education  of  those  who  should  practice 
the  same,  protecting  those  who  carry  on  the  busi- 
ness of  chemists  and  druggists  and  providing  a 
fund  for  the  relief  of  distress  of  its  members  and 
their  widows  and  orphans." 

Membership  optional  until  passing  of  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Act,  1933.  Automatic  from  that  date 
to  any  person  who  has  passed  necessary  examina- 
tion, applied  to  registrar  of  Society  for  registra- 
tion and  paid  statutory  fee.  (No  individual  may 
practise  as  an  authorised  seller  of  poisons  unless 
he  is  registered). 

Responsibilities  of  Society  include  inspection  of 
premises  under  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933 
appointment  of  five  members  of  Poisons  '  Board 
(which  advises  the  Home  Secretary  on  poisons), 
examination  of  registered  students,  and  discipline 
of  members  and  corporate  bodies  (firms  in  Scot- 
land) practising  pharmacy. 

Governing  body  is  Council  of  twenty-four  mem- 
bers, twenty-one  elected  by  ballot  of  members  and 
Ihree  appointed  by  Privy  Council.  Term  of  office 
of  elected  members,  three  years,  one-third  retiring 
each  year  are  eligible  for  re-election.  Present 
officers  (until  May  1952)  :  —President,  F.  C.  Wil- 
son; Vice-president,  W.  J.  Tristram;  1  reasurer, 
W.  S.  Howells;  Secretar.es,  H.  N.  Linstead

Ph.C,  A.R.I.C.;  Registrar,  F.  W.  Adams 
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The  few  working  days  between  the  Christ- 
mas holiday  and'the  New  Year  are  always 
looked  upon  as  a  quiet  period  m  the  mar 
ket  and  this  time  they  have  been  even 
duller  than  usual.  Many  houses  are  stock- 
taking —  an  operation  which,  should  be 
fairly  simple  in  most  cases  since  stocks 
have  been  kept  to  a  minimum. 

In  Pharmaceutical  and  Fine  Chemi- 
cals the  makers  of  Bromides  have  started 
the  New  Year  well  by  making  a  general 
price  reduction.  The  Potassium  salt  is 
now  fourpence;  Sodium,  fivepence  and 
Ammonium,  threepence  per  lb  cneapei 
than  previously.  On  the  other  hand, 
Sodium  sulphite  is  dearer— the  anhydrous 
powder  by  £1  12s.  6d.  per  ton  and  the  pea 
crystals  by  10s.  Sodium  thiosulphate  is 
also  dearer  by  22s.  6d.  per  ton  Dimethyl 
phthalate  has  been  advanced  by  thiee- 
halfpence  and  is  now  2s.  Old.  per  id. 
Higher  prices  for  Codeine  alkaloid  and 
salts  are  announced  with  effect  from 
January  1.  The  Alkaloid  and  Phos- 
phate are  2s.  and  Is.  6d.  per  oz.  dearer 
respectively.  . 

There  were  few  price  changes  in  Crude 
Drugs.  Ginger  from  African  and  Jamai- 
can sources  is  easier,  and  Camphor  powder 
is  fractionally  weaker.  A  consignment  ot 
Sandarac  —  the  first  for  a  considerable 
period  —  has  arrived.  With  little  or  no 
demand  for  spot  Shellac,  the  prices  ot 
all  grades  were  marked  down  a  further 
15s  per  cwt.  Menthol  is  dull,  and  prices 
have  been  reduced  by  2s.  per  lb.  over  recent 
quotations. 

The  tone  of  the  Essential  Oils  market 
has  been  dull,  with  the  downward  price 
movement  still  apparent  in  a  few  commodi-

U.S.  Drug  and  Chemical  Report 

New  York,  January  1 
The  long-postponed  action  putting  sulphur 
and  sulphuric  acid  under  tighter  controls 
in  the  United  States  is  now  m  force  with 
the  issuance  of  a  new  order  by  the 
National  Production  Authority  The  ordei 
restricts  the  use  of  sulphur  to  90  per  cent, 
of  the  1950  use  and  sets  up  the  machinery 
for  supporting  military  and  defence  re 
quirements  through  the  issuance  of  direc 
tives  to  sulphur  suppliers. 

The  quota  is  based  on  a  new  JN.Jr.A 
estimate  of  domestic  production  of  5.2 
million  tons  —  some  200,000  tons  highei 
than  the  estimate  of  producers  themselves. 
The  N  P.A.  said  this  higher  estimate, 
which  makes  for  a  relatively  high  usage 
ate,  eliminates  in  general  the  need  tor 


specific  limitation  on  the  end  uses  ot  botii 
sulphuric  acid  and  carbon  bisulphide  be- 
cause the  sulphur  use  limitation  will 
directlv  limit  the  amount  of  sulphuric  acid 
of  carbon  bisulphide  which  a  company  may 
produce.

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RECENT  RESEARCH 

Antibiotics  from  Lactobacilli. — Whea- 
ter,  Hirsch  and  Mattick  ("Nature," 
1 95 1.  168.  659)  report  that  species  of 
Lactobacillus  obtained  from  Gruyere 
heese  when  cultivated  show  evidence  of 
antibiotic  production.  They  give  zones  of 
inhibition  20-30  mm.  in  diameter  when 
assayed  by  the  cup-plate  method  with 
Staphylococcus  aureus  as  the  test  organism. 

Enzymic  Acid  in  Honey. — Observing 
that  it  was  difficult  to  maintain  solutions 
of  honey  at  a  constant  pu  value,  Cocker 
(  Journal  of  the  Science  of  Food  and 
Agriculture,"  1951.2.41 1-14)  discovered  by 
test  feeding  of  sugar  syrup  to  bees  hav- 
ing no  other  source  of  food  during  the 
period  of  •  the  test  that  acid-producing 
enzymes  were  apparently  introduced  into 
the  syrup  by  the  bees. 

Bacteriostatic    Nitro  Compounds.   

Urbanski  ("Nature,"  1951.I68.562-63)  de- 
scribes eleven  nitroaralkenes  and  nitroalco- 
iiols  deriving  from  nitrcparaffins  which 
mowed  in  vitro  antitubercular  activity.  All 
except  two  were  of  low  toxicity.  In  tests 
m  mice  some  in  vivo  activity  was  also 
found.  Two  of  the  compounds  also  showed 
a  greater  antirickettsial  activity  than  that 
M  />-aminobenzoic  acid  in  mice. 

Mechanism  of  T.B.  Infectivity  Bacilli. 

— Briger,  Miles  and  colleagues  ("  Nature," 
1951-168.96-98),  using  an  electron  micro- 
scope, have  investigated  granules  ob- 
:ained  from  a  filtered  but  infective  fluid 
extract  from  the  spleens  and  lungs  of  rab- 
bits which  had  been  infected  with  a  viru- 
ent  bovine  strain  of  tubercle  bacilli.  Two 
ypes  of  particles  were  seen,  of  size  res- 
pectively 0.50  and  o.2P.  It  was  not  possible 
o  grow  colonies  from  filtrates  containing 
^articles  using  conventional  bacteriological 
nedia  and  for  that  and  other  reasons  the 
^articles  could  not  be  regarded  as  a  variant 
>acterial  form.  The  authors  suggest  that 
:ney  may  result  from  the  breakdown  of 
noculated  bacteria. 

Aloes  from  the  Leeward  Islands.  — 

Jennett  and  Coomber  ("Colonial  Plant 
nd  Animal  Products,"  1950.I.2)  have  ex- 
•mmed  a  sample  of  aloes  produced  in  An- 
uilla  Leeward  Islands.  The  sample, 
hough  similar  to  Cape  aloes  in  appear- 
nce,  tested  similar  to  the  Curacao  variety, 
part  from  a  moisture  content  slightly 
bove  the  specified  limit  of  10  per  cent., 
complied'  with  requirements  of  the  Bri- 


tish Pharmacopoeia.  The  authors  state  that 
the  aloin  content  compared  with  that  of  a 
good-quality  Curacao  aloes  and  material 
of  similar  kind  should  find  a  market. 

Tuberculosis-inhibiting  Compounds.  

Cornforth  and  others  ("Nature,"  1951. 
168.150-53)  find  that,  in  experiments  on 
mice,  the  development  of  tuberculosis  is 
markedly  inhibited  by  injection  of  certain 
non-ionic,  water-miscible,  surface-active 
preparations  of  low  toxicity  obtained  by 
reaction  of  ethylene  oxide  with  condensa- 
tion productions  of  formaldehyde  with 
^terf-octylphenol.  One  of  the  substances 
used  was  Triton  A20  supplied  by  Charles 
Lennig  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  London.  ' 

ZANZIBAR  CLOVES 

A  market  review  for  the  quarter  ended 
September  30,  1951  (the  first  quarter  of 
the  i95i;52  seasonal  year),  published  by 
the  Zanzibar  Clove  Growers'  Association 
states  that  supplies  for  the  three  months 
totalled  2,028,143  lb.,  of  which  1,851,212 
lb  was  the  produce  of  Pemba  and 
170,931  lb.  of  Zanzibar. 

The  crop  figures  for  the  three  months 
under  review  are  compared  with  the  cor- 
responding months  of  the  previous  year  in

It  is  estimated 
that  the  total  crop  of  cloves  for  the  sea- 
sonal year  will  be  401,000  frasilas.  Arri- 
vals ol  stems  at  the  Association's  depot 
for  the  quarter  totalled  2,238,790  lb.,  the 
larger  part  of  supplies  being  the  balance 
oi  last  season's  crop.  Clove  stem  oil,  total- 
ling 67,103  lb.,  was  shipped,  and  of  this 
the  United  Kingdom  received  63,983  lb.
